INCREASED BORROWING 


London, Feb. 15. 
Sir John Simon announced in the 
ouse of Commons to-day ‘that 
borrowing powers for defence pur- 
poses would be increased from £400,- 
000,000 to £800,000,000. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
recalled that the Defence Loans Act 
of 1937 authorised borrowing in con- 
nection with the ' re-armament pro- 
gramme to a total of £400,000,000 In 
respect to the five years from 1037- 
38 to 1941-42, but that it was made 
clear at the tlme of the introduction 
of the Act, that the limit of £400,- 
000,000 was by no means final, ond ir 
conditions required it, Parliament 
would be asked to authorise a mea- 
sure for further borrowing. 

Accordingly a resolution was being 
tabled to-day’ which would double 
the amount which may be raised dur- 
ing the five-yenr period ending 1041- 
42, so that the total loan authorised 
became £800,000,000, 

The expense of re-armament up to 
the present was just under £200,- 
000,000, so that the new Bill would 
provide for a further total authority 
for about £600,000,000.

The most authoritative estiniutes 
place the 1939 programme us al- 
most certain to provide for five 
new battleships, three to be Inid 
down without delay and the other 
two towards the end of the finan- 
cial year,

Three of these five battleships will 
Lbe of 35,000 tons and two of 40,000 
tons, but the latter tonnage may be 
higher should there .be any confirma- 
tion of the long-current report that 
Japan is building up to a Limit of 
45,000 tons. Repercussions of other 
international developments will , be 
reflected in ‘the progamme, 

A minimum of ten new crulsers of 
ithe sinaller class Is assured, and {wo 
flotiins of destroyers will be in- 
cluded in the progammre, - ;

Lord Perth, the British Ambassa- 
dor, told Count Cinno that the at- 
tacks on France were atralning 
Anglo-Italian relations, but Count 
Clano rejected responsibility for the 
antl-French Press campaign, saying 
that it was France’s fault. 


Well informed circles understand 
that Count Clano coldjy reptied that 
Italy was merely bringing her effec- 
tive forces In Libya up to 30,000 men 
which is the normal number and said 
that the reinforcements were neces- 
sary beeause France had a much 
higher number in Tunis. It is re- 
ported that Count Ciano suid that 
France has 200,000 troops in Tunis 
which British circles consider most 
improbable, British quarters also 
believe that Italy alrendy hns 60,000 
troops In Libya.—United Press.

While In England 


In 1031 a local Committee of the 
Victoria League, under the chairman- 
ship of the Colonial Scerctary, the 
lion. Mr. N. L. Smith, was formed in 
Hongkong and since that time has 
investigated many casca of students 
from Hongkong proceeding to England 
who wished to avail themselves of 
the assistance offered by the Lengue 
in London. The assistance offered |s 
fratulfous, ond takes the form of 
meeting students, finding quarters, 
advising on educational matters and, 
us fur as possible, helping {n regard 
to admission to the Universities. 


The League also pives facilities for 
visiting places of interest and 
generally in bringing students into 
contact with English social life. 


The League reports ‘on the health 
of students and will, if so desired, act 
as guardians, 


Students are furnished with per- 
sonal introductions to prominent 
people, and are given the opportunity 
of visiting the Houses of Parliament, 
Hurlingham, and Ranclagh, besides 
attending many large receptions, 
dances, and parties. The League will 
furnish personal reports on students 
under {ts care for the benefit of 
parents and guardians, 


Cheerful at Studies 


The report of Mr. A, G. Morkill, 
Joint Secretary for the Committee 
which concerns itself with students 
from Hongkong and Malaya, for the 
first half of 1036 contains the follow- 
ing: , 


“The students as a body are pur- 
suing their studies in thier usual 
cheerful way and most of them will 
make na success of them. There is 
still, in spite of propaganda, a ten- 
dency for half-educated men to come 
over before they are qualified to 
enter a University. It cannot be re- 
peated too often that such men have 
kreat diMculty in gaining admfssion 
and should. complete thelr education 
up to the necessary standard. It is 
only -falr to point out . that. of. the 
two ‘recent, cases of students sent 
‘down from Universities, one came 
over in deflunce of the advice ten- 
dered to him by the Victorian League 
and the other was brought over by 
his own headmaster without consult- 
Ing the League. Owing to the action 
of the League Committees these cases 
are fewer than they used to be.”

The Rev. J. R. Higgs satd in part: 
Here at St. Andrew's this year we 
“have pursucd our usual sporting and 
recreational activitles. The Club 
has had a very-successful year both 
In hockey and badminton. We have 
two ludies’ teams in the hockey 
Teague and two men’s teams in the 
badminton. The first team In cach 
are doling very. well indeed. The 
rounds that we share’ on King's 
Park, granted us by the Government, 
have again been greatly appreciated 
and used regularly both for hockey 
and tennis. The Club organised the 
Cvlony Marathon Race for the 
eighteenth successive year, Through- 
out the year it has had its weekly 
programme of sporting and social ac- 
Uvities and its membership now 
stands higher than ever before. Only 
a week or two ago its A.D.C. section 
produced two one-act plays that drew 
large oudiences. Other organisations, 
loo,. like the Women's Fellowship, 
Scouts, Cubs, Rovers, Fellowship of 
Youth, have had their recreational 
programmes. I should like it to be 
known more widely than it is that 
St. Andrew’s by no means neglect 
this level of living. It is given Its 


proper: place within oun comprehen- |’ 


sive organtsation. 
First Deficit for Year 

You will see from the balance 
sheet that this year we have a deficit 
of $285.44. It is some years since we 
had a deficit, but owing to our very 
heavy expenses this year it was to be 
expected. We are grateful fo our 
treasurer and all our {friends for 
keeping It a5 low as this. It was also 
unfortunate, that although there has 
been a_small increase over last year’s 
collections, we only recelved about 
half our usual gifts on Thanksgiving 
Day. I am told that that was pro- 
bably duc to the Diocesan Fete 
coming on the same day. We were 
only able too, to give $400 instead of 
the usual $185 to the Diocese. But 
altogether we have much cause for 
encouragement despite all _ this, 
There are few other churches I have 
known or served In who could have 
stood up to the heavy financial de- 
mands made upon St. Andrew’s this 
year. But this coming year I hope 
we shall all give to ihe utmost of 
our capacity so that at the next 
annual meeting we may try to mect 
our full obligations to the diocese and 
Start the New Year with a small 
balance. 

We are proud of the fact that we 
have done much social service at St. 
Andrew's again this year. To begin 
with,- there has - been-our- Medical 
War Working Party, comprising up- 
wards of twenty ludies, who have 
met In the hall three mornings a 
week right throughout the year (Cin- 
cluding the hottest summer months) 
to make bandages and medicul re- 
quisites for the war wounded soldiers. 
They have done » noble work. I be- 
Neve they are the only group of 
European women who are now doing 
thls in the Colony. Then, two of. our 
organisations, the Club and the Rover 
Scouts, have given their weekly ser- 
vice to the Street Sleepers’ Shelter 
Society as they have done for several 
years past. In addition to this, the 
whole work in connection with our 
Church’s Benevolent Fund hes been 
done aguin this year, touching the 
lives of scores of people; and mem- 
bers of St. Andrew's, like Mrs. J. P. 
Robinson and Mr. R. Dormer, have 
given their service to the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club Movement. Money has 
also been given to deserving chari- 


les. I cannot hope to make a com-' 


plete survey of all this humanitarian 
work the Church is doing. You will 
find our people in not a few of the 
kood works of the Colony. 
Religious Education 

At St. Andrew's we must: think of 
learning chiefly in terms of Religious 
Learning, though, 2s you lnow, the 
Loloma School uses the hall for a day 
school and we are very much in 
touch with them, But =the whole 
work of Religious Education has gone 
forward again this year, There ore 
our two Sunday Schools with about 
160 children In both of them. The 
work of both the Superintendents and 
teacliers ‘Is sémething of which we 
can be legitimately ‘proud, ‘Mrs. 
Thomas very kindly took charge of 
the Senior School for cight months 
for which we warmly thank. her. 
The work of the Sunday Schools {s 
one of the. “highlights’ of St 
Andrew's.

Annual Report 

Part of the Hon. 
speech was as follows: 

During the past year regular 
monthly meetings were held, which 
numbered eleven. Various changes 
of the original Council appointed by 
the Jost pencral meeting took place, 
Cmdr.

Incumbents" Insurance 

At the July Council meeting, par- 
Uculars of a . suggested insurance 
policy on the lives of the Incumbents 
of the Churches was received from 
the Church of England Trustees, 

The Scheme was fully discussed at 
varlous meetings, but o3 this would 
involve an expenditure of $600 per 
year, the Council were unanlmous 
that it could not be entertained. 
The Counctl did, however, consider 
the possibility ‘of on. alternative 
poley, which it could submit to the 
Trustees, but even this modified 
scheme was found to be beyond our 
present income, and at the Decem- 

er meeting was finally rejected. 

At one Councll meeting, on behalf 
of the Congregation, n presentation 
was made to Mr. Stapleton, for the 
falthful performance of his duties ns 
a Wareen,, and it was- with regret 
that his resignation was received as a 
member of the Church Councll.

"Kiel Canal | 
_ Widened 


Berlin, Feb. 15. 

The “Kalser Withelm" canal, con- 
necting the Nort Sea with the Baltic, 
ia to be widened in order to cope with 
the greatly inercased shipping, and to 
alow even the largest vessels to use 
it, according to. an official stntement 
by the Reichs. Trafic Ministry. 


The canal was built In 1987, and 
was widened in 1907, In 1014 it was 
supplemented by two locks which ut 
that time, were the largest in the 
world, In 1937, the canal was wed 
by 53,400 vessels, with n total ton- 
nage of 24,000,000, which was almost 
equal to. the tonnage which passed 
through the Panama and Suez Canal,

REPUDIATIONS of Prince Tch, 
Mongolia cannot be induced by the Japancse, absolute loyalty 
toward the Central Government at Chungking, and the readincss 
of Inner Mongolio’s cavalrymen to participate 
resistance was stressed by Prince Sha, hereditary ruler of 
.western Inner Mongolia, when he nddressed forcign press 


correspondents this afternoon. 


He sald that Prince Teh was not 
wt man with any Influence in Inner 
Mongolia, nor of any prestine. He 
had rebelled against his own coun- 
trymen and had joined the Japanese. 
Up to the present his revolt bad been 
bitterly condemned by all the Inner 
Monpollan people. + 

“l regret to have to mention that 
Prince Teh has done something 
which js condemned by my own 
people, but I can assure you that 
those Mongola understanding: the 
situation, und particularly the Inner 
Mongolla intelligentsia, cannot be 
induced by Japnn to co-operate with 
the apngressors," 

He sald they had organised the 
able-bodied men in Inner Mongolia 
intg guerillas, and had trained all of 
them militarily’ and politically to 
attack the Japanese.

Hi custodian of gold. 


~ Another reason is’ that- the 
present inward movement is 
artificial. In the present state 
of European alarm, frightened 
money holders are transferring 
their wealth into dollars, which 
were available ‘at the United 
States Treasiry in return for 
gold at $35 an ounce. Thus 
much of: America’s gold. hoard 
is. refugee capital. It follows 
that, as soon as the fears in 
Europe subside, gold will start 
to flow outward, as European 
money holders,’ their fears at 
‘Trest, seck to repatriate their 
capital for money-making use. 
Only with political appense- 
ment can these alarms and ex- 
cursions on the foreign ¢x- 
changes be avoided.
